I 
repeated that I welcomed 
Russia’s appearance on. tho 
oceans, and this referred not 
only to the Dardanelles, but also 
to the Kiel Canal, which should 
have a regime ke the Suez 
Canal, and to the warm waters 
of the Pacific. This was not out 
of gratitude for anything Russia 
had done, but was my’ settled 
policy. . : eal 


Ho then asked me about tho 
German Fiect, He said that ao 
share of it would be most u: 
ful to Russia, who had suff 
severe loses at sea. He was 
grateful for the ships wo had 
delivered to him after the sure 
render of the Itallan Navy, but 
he would like his share .of the 
German ships ay well. I. did 
not dissent. ' 


Ho ‘then spoko of Grock ag- 
gression ‘on tho Bulgarian and 
Albanian frontiers. He said 
there were clements in Greece 
which wero stirring up. trouble. 
I replied that the situation ‘on 
the fronticrs was confused, and 
the ‘Greeks were grievously 
nlarmed ‘pbout Yugosiavia- una 
Bulgaria, but I had-not heard of 
any fighting worthy of the name.

Colonial Officers Tame 
New  Britain’s 
Savage Jungle Tribesmen 


Melbourne, Dec. 27. 


A handful of Australian colonial administration officials 
have succeeded in taming one of the world's wildest tribes of 


savages, who 


are now learning the ways and habits of white men. 


News of the transformation of the formerly ferocious natives in 
tle Mokalkot area of New Britain has been brought out of the jungles 
by Patrol Officer John Norton who has just returned from a patrol of 
the area; where he was greeted without any sign of hostility. 

; Norton read his report at a time when Australians have just 
* heen shocked by the recent murder of two patrol officers at the hands 
of fierce pigmy tribesmen in the wild highland country of New Guinea. 


Patrol officer Geoffrey Harris 
and Gerakd Szarkas were tomn- 
hawked to death in a lonely 
area to prevent them = from 
Acarn#yy about — ancient tribal 
initlation rites, Thoy were on a 
similar mission to that of Patrol 
OMesr Norton, 

The Australian Administra- 
tion had scarcely settled im New 
Britain under the Lenguo of 
Naltiong mundate in 1922 when 
storles of the nomadic — tribes- 
men's cuidg on neighbouring 
villages were relayed to officials, 

Fantastically improbable 
stories were told of = their 
sferocity and agility, and in 
tribal folk Jore they were re- 
puted to have had relations 
with forest demons following a 
quarrel which caused them to 
leave thelr former outlying 
iskind home of Lolobau for New 
Britain, 


BERSERK METHODS 
Superb busheraft and berserk 
methods of attack in which, 
woh lght, longshandi:d axcs in 
euch hand, they raced through 
surprised villages = yelling and 


slashing indiscriminately, result- 
ed in-their undisputed control 
of about 600 square miles of

Yot, after the war, patrols 
definitely established ‘that .the 
numerical strength of the tribe 
wos less than tlirty. 

The first contact botween the 
Mokolkéls and the whites Js 
believed to have been in 105d 
when Aossistant District Officer 
D.M. Fienbert led a patrol into 
the terrilory of the flerce tribes- 
men, 

The party managed to bring 


back to the coastal setticment of 


Rabaul a small group who wer 
taught clementary hygiene and 
to apeak pidgin English. They 
were also told that tho Admini- 
stration would not tolerate any 
more raids on other tribes and 
that the Mokolkols were ¢cx- 
pected to settlo down In a 
village und stay there. 
SETTLED DOWN 
Norton's latest patrol found 
that tho formerly wild tribe 
have apparently = given up 
their nomadic way of life, built 
huts, established gardens and 
coliccted reserves of food, 
There were no dogs or fowls 
about, but the  Mokolkols are 
belleved to train their pigs to 
follow them Hke dogs, 


No covking vessels aro used, 
food being baked cither in a 
fire or in pits with heated stones, 

No wooden’ spears were 
noticed although there were 
several tron pig spears set in 
wooden handle. 

RAZOR SHARP AXES 

The Mokolkols siill hud their 
axes, the heads sharpened and 
polished to razor cdgo sharpness 
and mounted of palm handicg 
from four to five feet in length 
but they are now belitved to be 
used only as tools, ‘ 

No moro raids on other 
native groups have been fe 
ported and generally they aro 
co-aperating with the Admini- 
stration officials and thelr 
coastal neighbours, 

The Mokolkols have learned 
peaceful ways and it ts expected 
that their condition will con- 
tinue to Improve. 

It is with similar aims of 
converting savages who still in- 
hobit inlnnd areas of New 
Guinea that patrol pificer's lko 
Norton and Szarkas are pre- 
pared to devote their lives to

HEARD MATCH STRUCK 

An hour later Cheung’s wife 
heard the sound -of a match 
deing struck and at the same 
time saw fiames coming from 
Ahe direction of accused's bed 
space. 

She ratsed on alarm and ran 
te the verandah. The other oc- 
cupants of the premises’ were 
awakened. 

At this time, Cheung Wal- 
hung saw accused waving a cot- 
ton quilt, which was also In 
flames, In the direction of the 
flre. Cheung eventuaily succeed- 
ed in pulling away the quilt from 
the accused. - 

Part of Cheung’s trousers were 
burned as a result. 

Accused then fied from the 
premises, 

There was general confusion 
and shortly afterwards the Fire 
Brigade and the Police arrived. 
The Pollce noticed that the 
stairway next to accuscd’s bed 
space was charred. The quilt 
was later ¢ examined by a Gov- 
ernment ‘chemist who would 
testify that he estimated that St 
contained about half o gallon of 
kerosene, 


* Evidence would be given that 
on the morning before the & 
eocused was sien bringing in 
new tin of kerozene. 

‘Mr Rea sabd that to prove that 
the accused did set fire to a 
house, it was only necessary to
